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Citizens protest nudity, ‘obscene dan cing’ 

Newly-open topless bar uncovers local unrest

The use of topless go-go dancers as 
entertainment in a downtown bar has 
uncovered a surge of opposition from 
local businessmen and otiier residents 
of Romulus. 

Spurred by the Central Business Dis- 
trict Association (CBDA), a petition is 
being circulated by local merchants, 
senior citizens and clergymen to end the 
bare-breasted gyrations. 

The Landing Strip Lounge. 36431 God- 
dard Road, is the place where the go-go 
dancers are appearing daily and if has 


local people upset. Especially disturbed 
are the downtown merchants who say 
the topless entertainment will mar their 
efforts to build a viable downtown busi- 
ness community. 

Romulus City Council also passed a 
resolution stating they “disapprove and 
discourage topless dancers and other 
types of adult entertainment.” 

However, the members of CBDA call 
that a “slap on the wrist” and urge 
Council to enforce local ordinances and 
state laws which they say will keep the 
bar from getting its annual entertain- 
ment license. 


City Attorney Chuck Lowther, on the 
other hand . told City Council that topless 
dancing is permitted and said it cannot 
be banned. He added that state laws su- 
percede local laws 

“The public has a right to sit-in and 
picket and protest peacefully to discour- 
age a business they think is harmful.” 
he told Council. 

Mary Ann Banks, mayor pro-tern, 
submitted a hand-written resolution to 
Council, calling for the elimination of 
this type of “adult entertainment." 

The resolution reads . 

“It is our duty to protect the welfare of 


fhe city of Romulus and its citizens and ; 

“Whereas establishments with top- 
less dancers generally lead to other 
types of adult entertainment locating in 
the area causing the neighborhood to 
quickly deteriorate, and 
“Whereas this deterioration breaks 
down the morale of the community as a 
whole, and Adult Entertainment of this 
nature conflicts not only with the Re- 
novation of Downtown, but located any- 
where in the city . conflicts with the pride 
we have in our community. 

“Therefore be it resolved the elected 
officials of Romulus acting in accord- 


ance with the recognized standards of 
propriety, and desiring to make Romu- 
lus a better place to live, do hereby dis- 
approve of and discourage topless dan- 
cers and other types of adult entertain- 
ment.” 

Council approved the resolution 7-0. 

Lowther sent a statement to Council 
members explaining that “bottomless 
dancing ' ' is prohibited, but topless danc- 
ing is permitted by the Liquor Control 
Commission He said that Walled Lake 
officials had been successful in outlaw- 
ing bottomless dancing in their city. 
“Through that case the Liquor Control 


Commission was successful in revoking 
the liquor license of a licensee for viola- 
tion of Rule 436 37 

“Unfortunately, applying those rules 
to the present siuation, the Liquor Con- 
trol Commission does not outlaw topless 
dancing,” Lowthar stated 
The developing story took a new turn 
recently when the Romulus Central 
Business District Association circulated 
a petition against the topless dancing 
and Mayor William M. Oakley refused 
to allow any of the petitions to be placed 
in city buildings

Council allocates $20,000 
of CDBG funds for new 


park 


Romulus City Council has authorized 
spending $20,000 on a new city park that 
will feature a tot lot , picnic area . basket- 
ball court and ice rink 

Cypress Park — a one-half acre site to 
be developed with Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant funds — is located 
between Ecorse and Beverly roads, one- 
half mile west of Wayne Road. 

According to Pat Hogan, city grants 
coordinator, the park will have a tot lot. 
with a wide assortment of slides, swings 
and other recreation facilities for chil- 
dren to play on and climb around. In 
addition, there will be a picnic area and 
a mini basketball court that can be used 
as an ice rink in the winter months. 

In approving the $20,000 CDBG funds, 
Council made the stipulation that May 
31 be set as completion date. Plans for 
Cypress Park have been in the works for 
more than two years and Council wants 
some fast action on the project. 

Some $35,000 had originally been 
slated for the park, but Hogan was noti- 
fied earlier this month that $15,000 from 
the Dept, of Natural Resources (DNR) 
was rescinded. 

“You will find a communication I re- 
ceived from the Michigan DNR indicat- 
ing that the President has placed a 
freeze on the funding for the Cypress 
Park. It is his intention to rescind all 
allocated dollars from the 1980 - 81 prog- 
ram and cancel the 1981 - 82 program.” 
Hogan informed Council 

Mayor William Oakley recommended 
that Council go ahead with what funds 
are available. “It is my belief, that using 
our own people (engineering and DPW ) . 
we can establish a nice park for $20,000 I 
recommend that we do that, rather than 
wait for additional possible funds . * ’ Oak- 
ley said. 

Council concurred with the mayor s 
recommendation, with the added sti- 
pulation that May 31 be the completion 
date. Hogan said city workers would be- 
gin right away on the park and said he 
was hopeful of having it completed as 
soon as possible. 


Hogan explained that loss of the 
$15,000 in DNR funds would not affect 
two other projects under way. “You 
might wish to know that this action does 
not effect the tennis court project at 
Henry Ruff Park or the handball court 
project at Elmer Johnson (Park), as 
these projects had already received for- 
mal approval and had signed con- 
tracts,” he informed Council. 

Hogan was notified by Jeanne Pow- 
ers, DNR grants coordinator, that Pres- 
ident Reagan proposed to Congress a 
freeze on all 1980-81 projects without a 
federal contract and elimination of state 


and federal grants for fiscal vear 1981- 
82. 

The cutbacks would mean a rescission 
of $145 million of the $228 million 
appropriated for fiscal year 80-81 and all 
projects without federal contracts are 
“frozen.” It also means elimination of 
state and local grants for fiscal year 81- 
82, she informed Hogan 
“These proposals, if approved, would 
certainly affect the capital outlay plans 
of many of Michigan's local units of gov- 
ernment,” she stated in her letter to 
Hogan.

Romulus Board of Education voted 
last night to abandon the use of South 
Junior High School for K-12 instruction. 

After months of deliberation by a 
citizen s committee and the Board, a de- 
cision seemed likely based on the result 
of a public hearing held on April 16. 

The Board reviewed information from 
the citizen’s committee and Superinten- 
dent William Bedell, concerning the sta- 
tus of South. The information showed 
that the district will save a minimum of 
$25C ,900 * year in operating costs in 
abandoning the facility for regular in- 
structional use. This can be done by 
placing all 7th and 8th graders in the 
school district in North Junior High 
School and transferring all 9th graders 
to the Senior High School. In addition to 
the $250,000 savings. Bedell pointed out 
several other advantages to the school's 
closing 

1. Instead of delivering services to 
approximately 1,300 junior high stu- 
dents in grades 7, 8 and 9 at two facilities 
at 650 each, the district will be servicing 
about 800 , 7th and 8th graders in one 
facility. There will be additional cost 
savings in teacher assignments as well 
as a chance for richer opportunities for 
the students. 

2. All 7th and 8th graders will have 
access to the newer facilities at North, 
which include better locker facilities, a 
larger library, more adequate science 
rooms and larger classrooms. 

3 The 9th graders at the High School 
will be able to participate in a broader 
range of activities. 

The South Jr. High Building will con- 
tinue to be used as a school facility. Be- 
dell pointed out. Approximately two- 
thirds of the facility will be used by the 
Intermediate School District to provide 
a Day Treatment Center for Downriver 
and Romulus students. The other sec- 
tion of the building, which includes the 
gym area and shops, will be taken over 
by the Romulus Community Education 
Program.

activities will be scheduled there. Com- 
munity Education Director William 
Smith anticipates that the use of South 
will enable him to offer a broader range 
of programs to all citizens, including 
perhaps some of the senior citizens liv- 
ing in fhe nearby high-rise tower 
Board President Wayne Avery said. 
“The Board understands how important 
the South school building has been to the 
Romulus community. It has been a cen- 
ter of community life and a high school 
and a junior high school lor many of our 
residents and their parents. 

“Our declining enrollment, however, 
causes ui to have to make this move It 
is gratifying to know at least that the 
building will continue to be used and ra- 
main a center for community use. 

The Citizen s Committee that made 
the original recommendation was 
chaired by Bill Raeck and is continuing 
to meet to consider possible elementary 
school consolidations.

Unique service to senior citizens

The word involvement’ unfortunately 
developed a bad connotation during the 
hectic Vietnam Era 
Involvement came to stand for mar- 
ches and riotous demonstrations which 
filled our daily newscasts and gave us a 
very negative idea of being involved 
But being involved in their commun- 
ity has been a way of life for five 
brothers From the time they were born 
the Ansara brothers; Mike, Sam, Nebil. 
Emil and Bassom, ages 19 to 30. 
have been taught to be positively in- 
volved in their community and to be 
especially helpful to senior citizens 


They weren't any different from their 
neighbors in the small Christian popula- 
tion of Jerusalem, where the elderly 
were especially respected because for 
their wisdom that only age can bring. 

When the brothers arrived in the Un- 
ited States, they noticed the lack of 
attention and respect that was given to 
American senior citizens. They were 
amazed, they said, seeing so many 
seniors coming into their store and 
buying just a few things, because they 
w r ere unable to carry very much or to get 
a ride to the supermarket 

The family-owned business. “Some- 
thing Different’’ Party Store, located on 
Ford Road, east of Wayne in Westland 


was doing very well, but the brothers 
felt that they needed to become involved 
in their community, and especially in 
helping senior citizens. The idea gave 
birth to the Something Different Deliv- 
ery System. 

The principle of the service is quite 
simple: The brothers deliver to seniors 
and the disabled living at several com- 
plexes whatever they need and order in 
the way of groceries, health and beauty 
aids, produce, meat or retail drugs at no 
charge. 

“This isn ’t just a gimmick designed to 
sell products, because our prices are 
very competitive with the major super- 
market chains or less and there is no 


delivery charge.” said Corporation 
Board Chairman Don MacKenzie. “The 
Ansaras feel very strongly, as do all of 
us. that our seniors deserve to be hon- 
ored and not forgotten and this is our 
way of doing it,” he added 

It took some investigation before the 
Ansara realized that the service was 
needed. 

“I would see these senior citizen tow- 
ers and I thought that they were really 
living the high life,” said Bill Ansara. “I 
never realized that some of them we- 
ren’t eating right because they had to 
walk over a half mile to the store.

rural free postal delivery, better farm* 
to-market roads and improved water- 
ways. It was also in favor of better 
marketing facilities for agricultural 
products. 


The Grange Organization no longer 
exists in Romulus. In the thirties there 
were four active Grange groups- Romu- 
lus, Belleville, Flat Rock, and Ply- 
mouth Today the closest active Grange 
is located in Plymouth. Michigan. It is 


called Plymouth Grange No. 389 and has 
a local membership of approximately 70 
members 

The exact date of the disbandment of 
the Romulus Grange is not known at this 


writing. As the Grange no longer used 
the building, it became occupied by the 
Romulus Township Government The 
Romulus Grange Hall, at 36572 Goddard 
in downtown Romulus, served as Romu- 
lus Township’s municipal government 


headquarters until 1970. At this time the 
new building complex located at 1 1 1 1 1 S 
Wayne Road, became the center of the 
newly formed city government 

Since the Romulus government 


moved to it new headquarters, the hall 
has been occupied by various other 
groups and individuals The present 
owners of this historic building are 
Anthony D. and Mary J Kopas, resi- 
dents of Romulus.

Randy 
Wright of Randy’s Restaurant in the 
Sheraton Inn, was joined by his general 
manager, John Jarrett, in doing some- 
thing tangible to help the Deputies. 

The pair approached Ed Rasmussen 
of Canton, who is political action chair- 
man of Local 502 of the County Deputies. 
They asked permission to hold a fund- 
raiser for the benefit of the sheriffs leg- 
al fees. More than $3,000 was raised at 
the April 3 benefit which was tabbed an 
’’S O S.” event — Save Our Sheriffs. 
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“We feel that the Wayne County Sher- 
iff’s Patrol is absolutely necessary and 
we do not w r ant to lose its protection,’* 
Wright said in hosting the event. 

Jarrett added, “This is our way of 
showing our appreciation and doing 
what we can to help keep you operating 
in Romulus.” 

They donated the $3,000 to the Sheriffs 
for legal fees in their battle to keep the 
Road Patrol open, especially in the City 
of Romulus. 

Several dignitaries were among the 
500 who attended the affair Included 
were Lucas, Undersheriff Loren Pitt- 
man, Romulus Mayor William Oakley, 
County Commissioner R William Joy- 
ner. several Charter Commissioners, 
plus cameras from television stations 
WDIV (channel 4) and WJBK (channel 
2 ). 

The S O S slogan — thought up by 
Rasmussen for the occasion — has 
caught on and bumper stickers with that 
message: “S O S. — Save Our Sheriffs” 
are available for $2 each by calling 721- 
2222 . 

People were on hand from several loc- 
al communities, including Normay Tyl- 
er of Van Buren Township, who started 
the petition drive to save the Sheriff s 
Department. There were many off-duty 
police officers from neighboring com- 
munities present to lend their support. 

Rasmussen reports that contribu- 
tuions have been pouring in to the De- 
puties’ legal fund since the benefit din- 
ner. The Deputy Sheriffs Association of 
Michigan donated $1,000; Macomb 
County Sheriffs Dept, sent $2,000; Oak- 
land County Sheriffs Dept, contributed 


$1,000 and the Brownstown Township 
Firefighters sent $1,000 
Rasmussen said all those donations 
were appreciated very much. 

“But the most moving donation of 
all,” he said, “was a check for $25 sent 
from the Oakbrook Senior Citizens Club 
of Romulus. These dear people don’t 
have much money at all and yet they 
showed their great generosity by send- 
ing a check to us. 

“That really was a moving experience 
— and these fine people are to be highly 
commended for their concern for 
others,” Rasmussen said 
Other restaurants in Western Wayne 
County have reported they are planning 
to hold “S O S.” benefit dinners to help 
the Sheriff's legal fund

“The rescission bill, House Document 
Number 97-32. should be of special in- 
terest to your community. This is be- 
cause your particular project (Cypress 
Park) does not yet have a signed federal 
contract. If the rescission is approved, 
there is a very good possibility your pro- 
ject will never be federally-assisted.” 

She indicated that the future of the 
allocation will be decided by Congress, 
which may defeat or modify the rescis- 
sion. 


Topless bar stirs controversy

The RCBDA petition 
reads : 

“We, the undersigned, 
exercising our constitu- 
tional right of petition 
hereby petition the Gov- 
ernment of the City of 
Romulus, to eliminate 
and control lewd, licenti- 
ous and immoral busi- 
ness activities in the City 
of Romulus, including 
but not limited to the top- 
less dancers at the Land- 
ing Strip Lounge at 36431 
Goddard Road, Romulus, 
Michigan.” 

RCBDA officials in- 
formed the Romulus 
Roman that the mayor 
refused to permit the pet- 
itions to be placed in City 
Hall, the Recreation 
Center, Senior Citizens 
Drop-In Center or any 
other city buildings. 

When contacted by the 
Roman, Mayor Oakley 
responded by saying, “I 
told them personally that 
I would not support a pet- 
ition. I told them if they 
want to take the business 
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name off the petition, I 
would permit it in city 
buildings. 

“I've met with the 
owner four times trying 
to get him to change his 
mind, but all I got was 
mouth service,” Oakley 
said. “Felix Rogalle (a 
Romulus attorney) met 
with our city attorney 
and have told me there’s 
nothing we can do.” 

Oakley was asked 
about his feelings regard- 
ing topless dancing, 
don’t like it. 1 feel the 
same way about topless 
dancing as I do about 
junkyards. They’re a 
blight to our city. 

“But when I took the 
oath of office, I swore to 
uphold the laws of the 
state, nation and the city 
of Romulus. As far as I 
am concerned, it is a 
legal business and has a 
right to operate ” 

When informed the 
downtown business as- 
sociation felt he was not 
communicating and 
cooperating with 
downtown merchants, 


Oakley replied, “I be- 
lieve I have as high or 
higher morals than 
aanyone circulating this 
petition. It’s not a moral 
issue, it’s a legal issue. 

“There’s two or three 
of them (from the 
downtown business as- 
sociation) down there 
who say I’m not com- 
municating and 

cooperating.” 

Oakley concluded by 
saying, “This story 
should be placed on page 
8 or 9 where it belongs. 
The more publicity we 
give to it, the more busi- 
ness it will get.” 

William Simonds, 
owner of Bil mar’s Mar- 
ket and President of the 
RCBDSA. spoke on be- 
half of the merchants. 

“We have made our 
position clear from the 
beginning that we are 
against this type of enter- 
tainment. We sent three 
letters, dated March 7, 
1980, March 20, 1980 and 
Feb. 12, 1981 to commun- 
ity leaders and city offi- 
cials. 


“The RCBDA feels the 
city as yet has not taken 
any real action. I’d like 
the public to take another 
look at the wording on the 
petition and judge for 
themselves. 

“Our Central Business 
District Association 
made it clear that we are 
not against any indi- 
vidual or business. But 
we are against this type 
of adult entertainment 
that we feel is a blight to 
the community and will 
lead to an unhealthy en- 
vironment, especially for 
our children,” Simonds 
said. 

Two local ministers, 
The Rev. Lonnie Eng- 
land, pastor of Calvary 
Baptist Church, and The 
Rev. Father Walter 
Lezuchowski. pastor of 
St. Aloysius Catholic 
Church, both spoke to 
their church members 
about the petition and en- 
couraged them to sign it. 
“I’ve never had such a 
response before,” Fr. 
Lezuchowski said.

THE TOWNSHIP OF HURON ORDAINS: 

Section 1. That the Township adopts by reference the Water Supply Cross 
Connection Rules of the Michigan Department of Public Health being R 
325.11401 to R 325 11407 of the Michigan Administrative Code. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Township Water Department to 
cause inspections to be made of all properties served by the public water 
supply where cross connections with the public water supply is deemed possi- 
ble. The frequency of inspections and reinspectiorts based on potential health 
hazards involved shall be as established by the Township Water Department

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They weren’t kidding 
about senior cutbacks 

On this page in our Guest Viewpoint is an opinion by a West- 
land resident that concerns most of us directly or indirectly. It 
concerns senior citizens, a group, if fortunate enough we will, if 
we haven't suffered the alternative, join one day. 

The guest writer pleas with the City of Westland, namely. 
Mayor Tom Taylor, and Council, to restore the money that will 
make the Department of Aging a viable once again. 

Because a limited 1.5-mill levy failed earlier this year, and 
because some people feel that the seniors were the driving force 
behind that failure — and we don't know how anyone could have 
figured that out — some quarters theorize that the proposed 
budget for that department , a meager $37,000. is in direct retalia- 
tion for the seniors' action. 

Last year the seniors' were allocated $253,000 of the city 
budget, which is in excess of $18 million 
Although most of the city’s departments have suffered major 
cutbacks, the Department on Aging appears to have been sing- 
led out for more than its share. 

We have stayed silent on this subject hoping that the Mayor 
and council would seem fit to reconsider the proposed budget. 

We have stayed cool, despite the overwhelming letters that we 
should take an editorial stance to the contrary. 

Some might call the department’s programming frivilous, but 
for seniors in the community Tele-Care, Home Chores, Meals on 
Wheels and similar programs are not frivilous. They are needed 
to stay independent and not become a burden on their families 
and their community. 

We cannot afford to set our senior citizens a drift on the ice flow 
to fend for themselves. They are as mudi a part of our commun- 
ity as anyone else and deserve services suited to their needs. To 
cut a department as drastically as proposed by Mayor Taylor is 
an insult to seniors. It implies that they . and their programming, 
were important only as long as they served the needs of the 
administration. “Sour grapes” has no place in determining who 
will get what portion of the tax dollar. 

We cannot urge enough a rational approach to financing the 
department on aging. Many of those services that the mayor has 
recommended for elimination were volunteer in nature — for 
seniors handled by seniors. 

We owe it to our seniors to keep them active vital members of 
the community for as long as possible. Eliminating the depart- 
ment on aging is counterproductive to that idea.

How can the City of Westland be so proud of their 
senior citizens and their programs and turn around 
and cut off the very thing that has put Westland on 
the map as the place to go if you are an older person 
looking for services and programing. The older per- 
sons in other cities are moving to Westland because 
they believe in the city of Westland and it 's Depart- 
ment on Aging How then can the City of Westland

If the Department of Aging is left with one person 
and a small program you are stepping back further 
than any of the other cities that are faced with the ax ! 
I ask the Council of the City of Westland to ask our 
Mayor, Tom Taylor to please reconsider 
Once the City steps back twenty five years it will 
have a hard time getting back the federal grants they 
have thrown away !

I m an advocpcy for 
the older and handicapped American, and have two 
parents still living who are shut-ins . believe mo these 
programs mentioned above are needed They not 
only help the older American stay alive and in their 
own homes, but also help the many sons and daugh- 
ters that are trying to keep their parents in their 
home alive and happy, and out of the Nursing 
Homes. 

The City of Westland must realize what damage is 
being done by cutting out the Department on Aging 
and surely what it will do the older handicapped and 
elderly American Remember you never get back 
what you throw away, and let me ask each and every 
one of you how would you feel if it was your mother or 
father, and perhaps you — .

Guns or butter? 


•-‘Guns or butter”” is a classic econo 
mic debate again being conducted on 
Capitol Hill This time Americans will 
not be saving their butter and other 
household fats for manufacture of muni- 
tions. as was done during World War II 
What has been proposed is that some 
“butter ” . in the form of selected domes- 
tic programs be sacrificed in lieu of in- 
creased military spending. 

America must improve its military 
But continued, unsupervised spending 
may not help reach that goal The 
Soviets increase their strategic nuclear 
superiority daily, while our nation’s 
military performs w ith outmoded equip 
ment, few spare parts, inadequately 
trained and compensated personnel 
The billions lost from uncontrolled de- 
fense contracts is a national scandal 
Here are just a few examples of military 
cost overruns revealed during routine 
audits by the U S General Accounting 
Office (GAO) They are all too typical 

— The cost of 47 major weapon svs 
terns increased $26 9 billion in the last 
three months of 1979 In the last three 


months of 1980 they increased another 
$47 6 billion 

— The U S Army’s Ml "Supertank” 
got started in 1971 with an estimated de- 
livery cost of $507,000 each In January, 
1980 GAO reported the tanks reliability 
was uncertain . even for the new 
asking price of S2 .549 000 Some 7 ,058 are 
on order 

— In 1979 GAO reported to former De- 
fense Secretary Harold Brown that his 
staff underestimated nearly SI million 
on a contract for five patrol combatant 
hydrofoil missile ships 
— A February. 1980 report predicted a 
new navigation satellite system w ill in 
crease in cost from SI 7 billion to $8 6 
billion because figures for replacement 
and user equipment were not included in 
the initial analysis The system, inciden- 
tally. may not perform adequately 
Now f the administration — and Con 
gress -— plans to increase military 
spending by S30 billion in 1982' 

By 1984 the total military budget will 
account for a third of the nation s tax 
dollar Some authoril ies think cost over 
runs w ill continue According to a con- 


troversial study by the Congressional 
Budget Office, inflation caused over- 
runs may total $136 billion. 8 percent of 
the $1.5 trillion projected for defense 
spending through 1986 We don l get 
enough for our money.’ says Sen John 
Stennis (D-Miss). 

What we need is a Congressional over- 
sight committee on defense spending 
like that headed by Harry S Truman 
during World War II 

When the so-called military- 
industrial complex” was riding high, 
this junior senator from Missouri unco 
vered vast corruption and inefficiency 
in the awarding of defense contracts He 
saved our nation millions and we 
WON the war 

The committee was formed at Tru- 
man’s instigation in 1941 when the coun 
try was just tooling up Originally, Tru 
man was motivated by the huge con 
tracts being let through favoritism 
Later his investigators also uncovered 
fraud, waste and abuse 

Huge fixed fees were offered by the 
government in much the same w ay San- 
ta Claus passes out gifts at a Christmas 


party.” Truman complained Contrac- 
tors w'eren t the only scoundrels, 
bureaucrats, industry and labor were 
equally faulted 

In one instance the committee disco 
vered agencies were overcharging for 
use of rental equipment — to the point 
one quartermaster figured new equip- 
ment would have cost $12 to $13 million 
less than the rental arrangement 

The committee saw the war effort 
bogged down in mismanagement and 
red tape A hoard of copper was held by 
the Navy while a nearby Army factory 
producing vital supplies was threatened 
with shut down lor want of the same 
metal 

These are no! times of war. And yet 
the predicted spending spree among 
agencies in the U S Department of De- 
fense will come at great sacrifice lor all 
Americans 

According to calculations from the 
University of Chicago’s widely 
respected Center for the Study of Wel- 
fare Policy proposed welfare and food 
stamp budget cuts would hit the working 


poor much harder than those who rely 
on welfare alone 

In a study of ten states, the center re- 
searchers found many poor families 
would be no better off if they quit work 
and relied entirely on welfare and food 
stamps 

The proposals reduce financial in- 
centives to work for A F D C (Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children) 
mothers in all states, and in a few states 
eliminate these incentives entirely the 
study states 

As a result, some local officials fear 
massive swelling of welfare rolls. 

Robert Greenstein. former adminis- 
trator of the Food and Nutrition Service. 
If S Department of Agriculture: now a 
lobbyist for the Field Foundation, a pri- 
vate anti hunger group: claims the 
administration’s social safety net” 
programs are predominately lor the 
elderly non poor In testifying before 
Congress, Greenstein said. Of nearly 
25 million Americans whose incomes 
are less than $5,603 (single person 
household). 16 million persons, about 64 
percent, receive no benefit from the 


seven programs, or at most, receive 
free school meals.” 

His findings show that 80 percent of 
the dollars go to people whose incomes 
are above the poverty line”, over half 
benefit people with incomes twice that 
Eighty-five percent of the federafoutlay 
for these seven programs are concen- 
trated in Social Security and Medicare, 
programs that do not require partici- 
pants report income Two thirds of the 
federal outlay for the remaining five 
"safety net” programs go to veterans. 
Only 5 percent of the federal funds for 
these seven progams are for the poor 
Nor is the middle class immune from 
changing government priorities Jt ’stax 
burden is not likely to disappear over 
night, postal rate hikes, high interest 
rates on mortgages, loss of student loans 
and forthcoming changes in Social 
Security will affect them profoundly 
So much for the "butter” 
Considering the support for increased 
defense spending, it is only proper the 
people get high quality defense for their 
tax dollars. Cost overruns simply will 
not do 
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Why the fuss 
over seniors? 

EDITOR — I hope you will print this 
because it needs to be said ! 

I am sick and tired of hearing about 
how deprived our Westland senior 
citizens will be if services to seniors 
are cut from the city budget. I talk to 
many of them in the course of my job 
and responses have been much the 
same. 

The majority of Westland’s senior 
citizens voted against the recent mil- 
lage proposal . Why ? They don ’t want 
to pay higher taxes. Neither do I, or 
any other taxpayers. I’m sure. 

Yet, some of us voted for it, realiz- 
ing that a city cannot run itself in 1981 
on the same amount of money as in 
1973. 

The city has had no operating mil- 
lage increase since it became West- 
land. 

Where were these 8,500 senior 
citizens when their special projects 
were on the voting block? The sat 
back and said: “Let everyone else 
pay more taxes. I can’t afford it”. 
Never dreaming, of course, that city 
council would actually cut senior’s 
services. Actually, they are fringe 
benefits. 

Westland has one of the best senior 
citizen programs in the state and it is 
a shame it will have to be cut. All I 
can say is if it was so important to 
them, why didn’t they bother voting 
’ ’yes" on the millage proposal , if they 
bothered to vote at all. 

Let’s put the blame where it be- 
longs; squarely on the shoulders of 
Westland’s Senior Citizens. There 
are times when the “piper must be 
paid ’ ’ and this was one of those times.

She lost son 
to the Sunbelt 

EDITOR — The article on the sun 
belt written by columnist Mona 
Grigg interested me, because 1 lost a 
son to Houston just before 
Christmas. 

My son John, age 21, was a gradu- 
ate of Wayne Memorial High School 
and had held a job in two factories 
and a car rental company before de- 
ciding to leave for Texas, with a 
friend. They left just before Christ- 
mas for a small town outside of San 
Antonio to find a job in an oil field. 
There were no jobs in the oil field and 
no jobs in San Antonio. 

My son called home very upset, be- 
cause his friend refiised to head for 
Houston to look for a job. The car 
belonged to my son’s friend, so John 
was stuck. My husband told John to 
gather all his belongings that he 
could carry and take a bus to Houston 
by himself. 

When John arrived in Houston he 
checked into what he called a sleazy 
hotel for $7.50 a night. In a couple of 
days he found a job at the Nina Vance 
Alley Theatre at $5.50 an hour taking 
reservations. The Nina Vance is a 
live professional theatre. 

Christmas was a very lonesome 
time for him even though he received 
packages and money from the fami- 
ly. Then two days later he moved in 
with a friend he had just met at the 
theatre and started looking for a 


place of his own. 

Jan. 10th, John, found a small 
apartment for $180 a month. At the 
same time he got a second job at the 
Houston Grand opera, as an extra in 
“Carmen". 

By the end of January my sister-in- 
law’s friend’s daughter was leaving 
for Houston to find a job. The girl got 
in touch with John and they have 
been sharing the same apartment 
ever since she got to Houston. The 
girl is working as a waitress for $4 an 
hour plus tips. They are just friends 
and are helping each other survive. 

At the end of March, John quit the 
Alley Theatre and took a job at Tex- 
marc Conveyor Co. at $4.50 an hour. 
He was going to learn lay-out & de- 
sign . The job lasted 2 weeks and John 
quit. He said it was a filthy place and 
he was treated like a wet back. 

We loaned money to John in 
March, so he could buy a used car. It 
is so hard to get around & look for 
jobs without a car. 

A week after John quite the con- 
veyor company he got a job at Jiffy 
Blue Print Co. at $4 an hour. 

There are jobs in Houston, but un- 
skilled labor cannot expect to be paid 
well. I miss my son. but I am thankful 
he’s working and not sitting around 
up here collecting unemployment 
like so many are doing. 

I hope you do a follow-up story, be- 
cause I’d like to know how others are 
doing.

Who’s war was it anyway

There was a war, awhile back, that 
America "lost.” That’s what they 
told us: We “lost” the Vietnam War. 

It’s hard to fathom “lost” when los- 
ing it didn’t seem to change much. 
Not here, at least. There were no 
cities bombed, no villages burned, no 
governments fallen, no innocents 
killed . . not on American soil. 

So what did they mean, “we” were 
the losers? Did they mean you and 
me? Did they mean the whole coun- 
try? Did they mean the men who 
fought and died — and lived — in 
combat? 

Should I feel like a loser? I had no- 
thing to do with that war. Nobody 
asked my permission to get into it 
and, certainly, no one asked me if we 
should get out. 

And. while far too many country- 
men lost sons, husbands, fathers, and 
are, in the strictest, sorriest sense, 
the * losers,’ ’ they didn t lose the war 

And neither, veterans of Vietnam 
did you . You were there because you 


government put you on a plane and 
dropped you off there. And you left 
when they put you on a plane going in 
the opposite direction. You were 
there “for your country." And when 
you came back, “your country’’ 
promptly forgot about you. 

Some gratitude. 

I wish I could say I knew how you 
felt. I can’t. I can only tell you how I 
felt . I was here at home — in America 
— far away from the jungles and the 
napalm ... but not far enough. 

Every night I could see, in raw and 
brutal color, our boys, our 
men. . .dying. Children in their 
anguished mothers arms... dying 
Parents at the feet of their bewil- 
dered children . . . dying. 

But I had a choice. I didn’t have to 
be there . So , with a flick of the wrist , I 
turned off the war in Vietnam, in 
Laos, in Cambodia. 

It wasn’t easy to turn off — it 
seemed never to stop — and finally it 


occurred to us that we were losing too 
much to save. . . whom? 

Whose big, expensive, man-eating 
war was this, anyway? 

Who were we doing it for? 

The Vietnamese people? Their 
lives seemed to go on. no matter 
what. For the wealthy and suspi- 
ciously despotic leaders of an incred- 
ibly impoverished country? 

For a few businessmen whose 
Asian interests were being 
threatened Who? They never said. 

And that’s when we got mad But 
not at you . . . never at you. You we- 
ren’t the perpetrators, you were the 
victims . . as much as the peasants 
caught in the midst were the victims 

And. by the time it was over, we 
were all the victims We had begged 
and pleaded and marched and 
threatened — and still the war went 
on. Until somebody — not you. not us 
— decided to end it We felt used and 
impotent . . . and mad

The safest and wisest course, as 
well as now the legal way in Michi- 
gan, is for seniors to celebrate with- 
out alcohol ! 

Parents, it is illegal for you to 
purchase a quantity of alcoholic be- 
verages (cases of beeer, keg or kegs 
of beer) and furnish that alcoholic 
beverage to those under 21 year olds 
who may come by your home. 

Graduates, unless you have 
reached the age of 21, it is illegal for 
you to purchase alcoholic beverages 
for a party at your home or some- 
where else 

High School Students, it is illegal 
for any person under 21 or over 21 to 
make you pay an amount to cover the 
costs of alcoholic beverages purch- 
ased for a party, and it is illegal for 
you to pay. 

Teachers, counselors, youth work- 
ers, educators, you can assist the 
process of understanding by giving 
positive aid in the dissemination of 
the above information in your con- 
tacts with the under-21 population. 

The 21 legal drinking age law in 
Michigan was re-established in order 
to make a positive result among the 
youth of our state. Responsibility for 
those good results must be borne by 
youths and adults.

Our jails like ‘ dark ages’ 

After visiting an inmate at the Detroit House of Correction, I feel compelled to 
write this letter to you. 

It is hard for me to conceive that a place such as Dehoco is existing and being 
operated in this day and age. It as close to the prisons of the "dark ages’’ as one 
can imagine. If a private home or hotel were in that condition, the local building 
inspector would condemn it. 

In our democratic society, or what’s left of it, criminals are placed in prison for 
commiting crimes against society. 

Prisons are built in America to house and attempt to rehabilitate the prisoner. 
Supposedly , our democratic society abhors inhuman treatment . I think what that 
actually means is ; if they don’t see it nor experience it but only hear it, it doesn’t 
bother them. Inhuman treatment does not necessarily mean being physically 
beaten. 

Many times the mental abuse prisoners must take from fellow prisoners and/or 
guards is far more damaging to the prisoner than any amount of "physical" 
abuse one could withstand. 

With that thought in mind, one does not have to wonder why the prisoners have 
a worse attitude toward society and its democratic system when s/he is returned 
to the free world. 

Following, in part, is what Chief Justice Warren Burger said to the American 
Bar Association in his annual address concerning the detterance of crime : 

• Accept the reality that to confine offenders behind walls without trying to 
change them is an expensive folly with short-term benefits — a “winning a battle 
while losing the war." 

• Conduct a broad scale physical rehabilitation of all prisons to provide a 
decent setting for educational and vocational programs. 

• Provide generous family visitations in decent surroundings to maintain 
family ties with rigid security to exclude drugs and weapons. 

• Provide counseling services after release paralleling the "after-care" ser- 
vices in Sweden, Holland, and Denmark. This should be aimed at developing 
respect for self, respect for others, accountability for conduct, and appreciation 
of the value of work, of thrift and of family. 

“This will be costly in the short run and the short run will not be brief. This 
illness our society has been generations in developing, but we should begin at 
once to divert the next generations from the dismal paths of the past and try to 
make homes and schools and streets safe for all." 

I believe Chief Justice Burger has an excellent idea but getting it across to the 
American people is the most difficult thing to do. 

I am not suggesting that prisoners should be coddled; however, I am suggest- 
ing that they be treated with far more respect than they are now. 

It really is not too much to fcsk. 

It is the same degree of respect that is “demanded" from them. How can one 
possibly “demand" respect from these prisoners without, at some point in time, 
reciprocating? 

We are not to treat prisoners with any less concern than we would any other 
person. To some people this may sound absurd. Most especially to those who are 
the very ones who are mentally/physically abusing the prisoners ; thereby, send- 
ing them out into the streets after serving their time with so much vent-up hatred 
for those who have abused them in prison that it is you and I who are their very 
next victims. 

If a survey were conducted at any prison , jail , or camp in the State of Michigan, 
I doubt very seriously if you would find just one (1) prisoner who had a better 
outlook on life since becoming a prisoner. 

What you will find is someone who has learned to steal better, kill better or how 
to manipulate society better. 

Perhaps, if we changed our attitude towards the offender while s/he is serving 
their sentence we wouldn’t have to worry so much about repeat offenders nor 
about the over-crowding in the jails. 

If an animal is mistreated while caged, and the public find out, all hell breaks 
loose. If an inmate is mistreated, while in a cell, and the public finds out, they 
either think the prisoner is lying about the entire situation or that s/he deserved 
whatever treatment s/he received because, after all, "they are only convicts." 
The only difference about being in a cage and being in a cell is the size of the 
confinement area. > 

If you mistreat an animal long enough, the animal will turn on you and bite, the 
same holds true with a human being. 

We should be trying to rehabilitate these men/women into leading productive 
lives after they finsih paying their debt to society. We should not be assisting 
them to learn how to commit the perfect crime. 

If you lock them up and treat them like animals, that is exactly what you wiU be 
releasing to society — an animal. If you lock them up and treat them as men and 
women who made a mistake but who are paying for that mistake, and then teach 
them legal skills instead of illegal skills, we will have a better chance of releasing 
a reformed offender instead of a hardened criminal. 

Not all prisoners can be rehabilitated but you can’t hold all prisoners responsi- 
ble for the conduct of others. 

We have an obligation to attempt to rehabilitate all prisoners 

The actions of some of the policy makers and correctional staff are far more 
criminal than what many prisoners are serving their time for. The prisoner is 
fully aware of this and that is one of the main reasons that his/her attitude 
towards you and me is always negative. They are serving time for the same thing 
that others, who are free, are doing to them. Do something positive for the 
offender and you will be doing something positive for yourself.

The Book of Acts in the Holy Bible 
records the story of the apostle Paul and 
his followers being saved from mob 
mayhem in the Persian City of Ephesus 
when the town clerk spoke out against 
this action and insisted that proper 
charges be brought against the men and 
settles by law before proper authorities. 
In the face of that logic and reason, the 
riot died aborning. 

Even earlier, keepers of official arc- 
hives were called “remembrancers” 
for their ability to commit everything to 
memory. Their memory was the public 
record.

Write from the heart, they always say. 

Write about what you know best. 
Write from the depths of your own ex- 
perience. 

In “Chapter Two,** that experience is 
the death of a beloved spouse and the 
conflicts of a second marriage 

Even the prolific playwright Neil 
Simon must have found it difficult to lay 
his heart on the line. To relive his experi- 
ences in a story that so closely parallels 
that of himself and his second wife (ac- 
tress Marsha Mason) that he called it 
“semi-autobiographical . ’ * 

But the result is a poignant portrait of 
second love, edged with a bitter realism 
that could have only come from real life . 

Simon’s play is currently in the excel- 
lent hands of the Plymouth Theatre 
Guild, who deliver a very professional 
performance of “Chapter Two." 

By means of a dual set, the stage is 
divided into the apartments of George 
Schneider, a newly-widowed writer, and 
Jennie Malone, a recently-divorced ac- 
tress. The two meet over the telephone 
in a delightful dialogue, fall in love in 
spite of themselves, and get married a 
mere two weeks later. 

But George soon discovers that he 
feels disloyal to the memory of his first 
wife, and resentful of Jennie’s desire for 
happiness. Jennie struggles to help 
George, and yet maintain her own self 
esteem in the face of his inevitable com- 
parisons. 

I must hasten to assure you that yes,

Simon is a comedy writer. The serious 
theme of “Chapter Two” is laced with 
wit and humor. In fact, George’s ex- 
pressions of inadequacy often reminded 
me of Woody Allen. 

Moreover, a subplot concerns an 
attempted affair between Jennie’s 
friend Faye and George’s brother Leo. 
The developments are quite hilarious, 
though this couple, too, must finally 
come to terms with themselves and 
their own troubled marriages 

I guess you could pull out the old cliche 
about laughing on the outside. “Chapter 
Two’’ manages to be very funny and 
very poignant and ultimately very true. 

Vestus J. Spindler portrays the intro- 
spective George charmingly and con-

vincingly. He also directed the show! 

Cynthia L. Zeitz’s Jennie was irres- 
istible— wide-eyed and sincere, yet 
sensible and strong. Both performers 
were so natural they scarcely seemed to 
be acting ; and I find myself believing 
that’s how they are in real life too! 

Cantonite Linda Pavey, as the high- 
strung Faye, made an essentially-comie 
role quite compelling. Zeitz and Pavey 
worked particularly well together. 

Chuck Miller as Leo rounded out the 
excellent cast . His scene begging Jennie 
not to marry George so quickly was 
especially good. 

I recommend a drive to Plymouth to 
see “Chapter Two.” It will be presented 
this Friday and Saturday evenings 
(May 1 and 2) at 8 p.m. at the Central 
Middle School, 650 W. Church.

Monsters steal Caveman’s show

Nobody expected “Air- 
plane” to be a runaway 
hit when it debuted last 
summer. 

And despite striking 
out when the Oscar 
nominations rolled 
around, it still continues 
to bring in big bucks at 
the box-office. “Air- 
plane” succeeded be- 
cause it poked fun at a 
particular film and TV 
genre — airplane disas- 
ters. 

“Caveman,” though 
comedically flawed, may 
pick up where “Air- 
plane” left off. This Un- 
ited Artists films tries to 
parody all of those Nean- 
derthallic flicks which 
pitted the caveman 
against prehistoric 
monsters and the harsh 
climactic elements 

The difference here is 
that “Caveman” has vir- 
tually no dialogue, which 
means that sight gags 
and slapstick have to 
keep the moviegoer in 
stitches in order to suc- 
ceed. Unfortunately, 
“Caveman” is more 
sophomoric than it is 
funny. 

“Caveman” is the 
story of Atouk (Ringo 
Starr) , a 90- pound weakl- 
ing who lusts after Lana 
(Barbara Bach), a curvy 



cavewoman who belongs 
to the nefarious Tonda 
(John Matoszak). 

Each time Atouk tries 
to lure Lana away frofn 
Tonda’s gang of thugs he 
is chased away. It’s bad 
enough Atouk has to con- 
tend with comical hungry 
critters like the big- 
horned lizard or the car- 
nivorous Tyrannosaurus 
Rex. 

Frustrated in his 
attempts to secure Lana, 
Atouk teams up with his 
friends to try and devise 
a plan for the ultimate 
assault on Tonda s strong 
hold . As time goes on, 
Atouk becomes the ob- 
ject of Tala’s (Shelley 
Long) affection — 
another good looking 
lass, but not in the same 
league as Lana. 

Is there a moral to this 
wacky yarn ? Believe it or 
not, there is, but it’s all so 
contrived. 

The performances of 
Ringo Starr, Shelley 
Long and John Matuszak 
(the Oakland Raiders 
notorious defensive line- 
man) were quite convinc- 
ing. But I’m a bit dis- 
appointed with Barbara 
Bach’s performance. 


She has more talent 
than to just wiggle her 
shapely derriere for the 
camera. Hers was the 
kind of role that would 
have been perfect for an 
unknown actress. 

* ’Caveman ” will prob- 
ably draw\crowds be- 
cause of Ringo Starr’s 
and Barbara Bach's off- 
screen antics, which will 
be good enough as far as 
United Artists is con- 
cerned. For me, the 
monsters were the best 
part of the flick.

It may not be considered very hip' to like Don 
McLean these days, but if that’s the case, then there 
were an awful lot of unhip people at Canton s Center 
Stage for his concert a couple of weeks back Personal- 
ly. I frown on elitist attitudes in music anyway, so 1 
decided to give the man a chance to impress me. Lo and 
behold, he did! 

Entering the hall about 10 minutes after McLean had 
started his set ( I m not used to performers that start on 
time). I hurriedly scoured the floor for an empty table, 
which was nonexistent on this night. After finding a seat 
at a half-full table. 1 finally was able to pay full attention 
to the stage, and was surprised (although delighted) to 
hear McLean joking with the audience. 

“I just can’t pass up the chance to do something dif- 
ferent ..even if it’s stupid” was his introduction to the 
jazzy “It’s a Beautiful Life ” His sincerity was evident 
throughout the concert, both in his stage rapport and his 
singing 

Next up was McLean’s second most famous song, 
“Vincent.” It’s obvious beauty left me with no doubt as 
to why the song is played daily at the Van Gogh Museum 
in Amsterdam. “Hmm...” I thought “This guy’s 
good...” 

A few rough and tumble rockers followed, with 
“Prime Time” standing out, filling the already crowded 
dance floor to the edges. To be honest. 1 was surprised at 
the cheers of recognition which met most of the songs. 
After all, I thought Don McLean was a “one-hit 
wonder.” 

The hit I’m referring to came next, and as Don sang 
those famous opening words, “A long, long time ago — I 
can still remember...’’, the cheer was tremendous. For 
nine minutes, McLean’s voice and the combined voice 
of his audience became one, singing what has become a 
true American classic, ‘’American Pie.” 

“Cryin’,“ his latest hit single, filled the floor with 
people again, only this time, slow dancing was the 
attraction. I guess that most people had already had a 
few drinks, because the scene was semi-obscene — a 
scribble in my notebook reads “I wish I had 25 cents for 
every groin being rubbed out there now.’* 

An encore later, and the crowd started to leave, 
obviously happy with the show they’d seen. And so was 
I. Having come not expecting much. I left with respect 
for Don McLean as a fine story-telling folk’n’roll artist. 

And while that type of music isn’t my usual cup of tea, 
it certainly is enjoyable every now and then, especially 
the way Don McLean served it up that night.

ginning a summer fitness program 
should not do too much, too fast or too 
soon. Participants should ease into acti- 
vities to avoid the muscle aches, excess- 
fatigue and injuries common among 
“weekend athletes.” 

Participants also should choose acti- 


vities that are fun and appropriate for 
their conditioning and not be swayed by 
what’s popular among neighbors and 
friends. 

To shape up with safety and for best 
results, follow these tips: 

• Include a five- to 10-minute warm- 


up and cool-down period in all sports 
activities Do exercises that involve 
large muscle groups plus exercises to 
condition key muscles used in the sport. 
Mild, slow' stretches are best for they 
prevent the build up of lactic acid which 
causes muscle pain 

• Exercise at a comfortable level so 
that you can carry on a conversation 
Signs that you’re working too hard are 
faintness, nausea, shortness of breath, 
chest pain and a racing pulse . Observing 
any of those signs means you should con- 
sult a physician 

• Monitor your pace by checking your 
heart rate immediately following exer- 
cise. First subtract your age from the 
figure 220. Multiply the resulting figure 
by .80. The answer should approximate 
your target working heart rate, give or 
take five to 10 beats, which should not be 
exceeded when exercising. 

• Pain is your body ’s message to stop 
what you’re doing. 

• Avoid dehydration by drinking plen- 
ty of water before, during and after ex- 
ercise to replace lost fluids. 

• Wear light-colored and airy clo- 
thing to help cool your body while ex- 
ercising. Rubber exercise suits are not 
advised because of the threat of heat 
exhaustion and heat stroke. 

• On hot and humid days, work out or 
exercise during the morning or evening 
to avoid heat stress. Reduce the amount 
of time you workout and take short, fre- 
quent rests

They have boyfriends, 
wigs, cosmetics, jewelry to size, 
hair dye and their own special quar- 
ters that are more deluxe than the 
conventional “doll house. ” 

For boys, no more contrived cow- 
boy or Indian suits — or even pre- 
tend astronaut suits. Now they have 
their own miniature versions of 
these — even to soldiers’ fatigues. 

They don’t have the fun of finding 
a piece of wood that’s a suitable 
shape to be turned into a cowboy’s 
“gun. ” Now they have toy guns that 


are so real appearing that they are 
frightening. And no more “bang — 
you’re hit!” when the bad guy hits 
the dust . Even the sounds are there . 

Poor kids. 

They’ll never know the thrill of 
scrounging for parts to make a pre- 
tend car with personality. Or of 
building a dollhouse from a wood 
box or crate and furnished with 
furniture concocted from sundry 
boxes, jars and bits of material. 

The elaborate cut-out books have 
done away with the thrill of sear- 
ching through a catalog for a pair of 
“legs” to match a lingerie ad head 
and torso to make up a paper doll. 
Or of drawing and coloring an 
elaborate wardrobe for the result- 
ing paperdoil. 

Somehow it seems that childhood 
is slowly being eradicated in favor 
of succeeding generations of 4 ‘small 
adults.” 

It’s ironic — but it seems to me 
that today’s upper and middle class 
children are truly “under- 
privileged.” Only those who are 
members of families in lower in- 
come brackets are “rich” enough to 
be able to use their imagination and 
can cling to the world of “pretend” 
that used to be the inalienable right 
of every child. 

Maybe they’re luckier than they 
know!

Preheat oven to 425° F. For crust, combine flour and salt. Cut in butter and lard 
until mixture resembles coarse crumbs. Add milk a tablespoon at a time, mixing 
just until flour is moistened. Roll out on lightly floured surface to form a 13-inch 
circle Line a 9-inch pie plate with pastry. Trim edges ; flute; prick inside with tines 
of a fork. Bake until light brown, about 10 minutes Remove from oven and cool 
completely on wire rack. 

Preheat oven to 375° F. For filling, beat eggs and Vz cup sugar in small mixing bowl 
on high speed of mixer until thick and lemon colored, about 5 minutes. Stir in 
buttermilk, flour, lemon peel and juice and vanilla Pour into cool crust. Combine 2 
teaspoons sugar, cinnamon and nutmeg . Sprinkle over top of pie filling Bake 25 to 30 
minutes or until knife inserted near center comes out clean Cool completely on wire 
rack Garnish with lemon leaves and a lemon slice. 

CARROT CAKE CREAM CHEESE GLAZE 

One 10-inch cake 
Cake: 

V/z cups (3 sticks) butter 

1*4 cups firmly packed brown sugar 

4 eggs 

2 teaspoons vanilla extract 
2*4 cups all-purpose flour 
2 Vz teaspoons baking powder 

1 teaspoon salt 

*4 teaspoon cinnamon 
*4 teaspoon nutmeg 

2 cups grated carrots (3 to 4 carrots) 

1 can (8-ounce) crushed pineapple, well drained 
l /z cup seedless raisins 
Vz cup chopped nuts 
Cream Cheese Glaze: 

1 package (3-ounce) cream cheese, softened 
2 l /z cups sifted confectioners’ sugar 
Vz teaspoon vanilla extract 

3 to 4 tablespoons milk 

Preheat oven to 350 s F. Cream butter ; gradually add sugar and beat until light and 
fluffy Beat in eggs, one at a time, beating well after each addition. Stir in vanilla. 
Combine flour, baking powder, salt and spices. Gradually add to creamed mixture; 
blend well. Stir in carrots, pineapple, raisins and nuts. Spoon batter into well- 
buttered and floured 12-cup bundt cake pan. Bake 60 to 65 minutes, or until a wooden 
pick inserted in center comes out clean . Let cool in pan 15 minutes ; remove from pan 
and cool completely on wire rack. For glaze, beat cream cheese in small mixing 
bowl until fluffy. Beat in sugar until light and fluffy. Stir in vanilla. Add enough milk 
to make a slightly thick glaze. Drizzle over top of cake.

In my younger years — much younger, mind you — there was a song out. a 
nonsensical jingle about having no bananas But thinking back, I can’t remember 
there ever being a time when bananas weren’t in an abundant supply. 

Bananas are a delicious fruit that ranks very high nutritionally. They’re extreme- 
ly low in sodium, have practically no fat and are an excellent course of the B -6 
vitamin and potassium. They're also inexpensive, easy to handle and prepare and, 
best of all, come in a natural biodegradable wrapper. 

Bananas are color-keyed to clue you to their best usage. For cooking, use green- 
tipped bananas. When yellow, they may be cooked, or eaten out of hand. When 
flecked with brown, they’re fully ripe and at their sweetest, perfect for infant 
feeding and ideal blending into cakes, breads, puddings and milk shakes. 

When bananas are fully ripe, they may be kept in the refrigerator, despite wide- 
spread (even in the McD household) rumors to the contrary. The skin will darken, 
but the flesh will remain firm. 

Everyone has made banana nut bread, served bananas on cereal and just plain 
eaten bananas in their wrappers, but have you ever tried baking bananas — in thi 
peel — or a midaftemoon pick-me-up. called banana snow? 

Here are the recipes: 

BAKED BANANAS IN THE PEEL 
4 firm bananas (use all yellow or slightly green-tipped) 

1 tablespoon melted butter 
4 teaspoons wheat germ 

Cut off the tips of both ends of each banana. Remove a lengthwise section of the 
peel, about one inch wide, extending from end to end. Brush the exposed area of the 
banana pulp with butter and sprinkle one teaspoon of wheat germ over each. 

Place the bananas in a baking dish and bake at 350 degrees for 15 to 20 minutes, or 
until banana skins turn completely dark. Serve hot. 

Baked bananas are delightfully different and can be served as a vegetable with 
fish or meat, or as a dessert, topped with yogurt and nuts. 

BANANA SNOW 

2 bananas 

1 % teaspoons honey 
1 teaspoon lemon juice 
1 tablespoon peanut butter 
Vi cup plain yogurt 
1 egg white 

Chopped roasted almonds 
Whole strawberries 

Mash the bananas with honey, lemon juice and peanut butter. Mix in yogurt. 
Whisk the egg whites to a stiff foam and fold them lightly into the banana cream. 
Pile the mixture into four sherbert glasses and garnish with nuts and strawberries. 
Makes four servings.

The Little League baseball season is about to begin, so it means a lot more use of 
the microwave oven to Fit ballgames into an already confusing family life. With the 
youngest McD spreading his free time between swimming instruction, baseball 
games and practice and Boy Scouting, between now and June, Saturdays and 
Sundays may be the only time we all set down and eat as a family. 

Not so intimidated by its quick cooking — it makes some great non-watery 
scrambled eggs and swanky frankies without a crunchy exterior — nary a dinner 
meal will go by without a reheat for someone. 

In doing a little cupboard cleaning this week, I stumbled across a microwave 
recipe for “Sunday Chicken” that rates a testing. It’s from the Microwave Informa- 
tion Center of the Campbell Soup Company, and surprisingly enough, it doesn’t 
include soup in the ingredients. 

Here’s the recipe: 

SUNDAY CHICKEN 

1 medium orange 

1 can (lOVfe-ounces) chicken giblet gravy 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 

2 cups package cornbread stuffing mix 

1 can ( 8 -ounces) yams or sweet potatoes, drained and sliced (about 1 cup) 

Va cup chopped walnuts 

2 chicken breasts, split (about 2 pounds) 

First : Grate % teaspoon orange rind. Peel and chop orange ; set aside. In a 3 -quart 
round glass casserole, combine V 4 cup gravy, butter and Va teaspoon orange rind. 

Second: Microwave on HIGH 2 to 3 minutes, or until butter is melted. Stir in 
stuffing mix, yams, walnuts and orange. Arrange chicken on stuffing, with thicker 
pieces toward the edge of the dish. Lightly brush chicken with 2 tablespoons gravy. 
Cover with glass lid. 

Third: Microwave on HIGH 11 to 13 minutes, turning dish occasionally. 

Four: Let stand, covered, 5 minutes. Meanwhile, in a 2 -cup glass measure, com- 
bine remaining gravy and orange rind. 

Five: Microwave on HIGH 2 to 3 minutes, or until hot. Serve with chicken. Makes 
four servings.

Separating fact from 
fallacy on the sometimes 
controversial subject of 
nutrition is of interest to 
all of us who care about 
good health. But how do 
we go about separating 
fact from fallacy? The 
first step to take is to 
learn to be skeptical of 
exaggerated claims and 
promises. Question the 
source of information. If 
in doubt, seek additional 
information from reli- 
able sources. 

Getting the facts about 
nutrition can be made 
easier by knowing where 
to go for reliable in- 
formation. A registered 
dietitian (R.D.), who 
may be employed by 
your local hospital, 
health department or 
school, has the creden- 
tials of a bona fide profes- 
sional in the field of nutri- 
tion. So do professionally 
active nutritionists with 
degrees from accredited 
schools and doctors with 
a specialty in nutrition. 
You may also wish to 
check with your local 
librarian for recom- 
mendations on books 
written by qualified pro- 
fessionals. 

An unqualified “nutri- 
tionist” can often be spot- 
ted by a few telltale 
signs. Exaggerated 
claims of a quick solution 
to a dietary problem is 
one of the most common 
An easy weight loss 
scheme that promises 
success without reducing 
calories is a perfect ex- 
ample. So is the promise 
of weight loss by eating 
just one food group to the 
exclusion of others. If the 
promise or claim seems 
unreasonable, it’s prob- 


ably an example of nutri- 
tion quackery. 

All foods can contri- 
bute to a well-balanced 
and nutritious diet. The 
key is being sure to select 
a wide variety of foods 
each day. Eating a wide 
variety of foods, in mod- 
eration, from all food 
groups should provide 
adequate amounts of all 
the essential nutrients. 
For help in selecting food 
for a nutritionally sound 
diet, you may wish to re- 
fer to the USDA publica- 
tion, FOOD, which con- 
tains a recently revised 
Daily Food Guide. FOOD 
is available for $3.25 by 
writing to: Superinten- 
dent of Documents, U S. 
Government Printing 
Office, Washington, 
D.C.), 20402.
